EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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Reasons For Allowance 

The prior art of reference has failed to disclose to suggest a method as recited in 
independent claims 10 and 19, especially a method for repairing damage nerve by positioning 
axons with dielectrophoresis and inducing fusion of axons by electrical signal. 

Claims 76-78 have been canceled. 
Claims 10-11, 14-18, 19, 69-75 are allowed.
